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AS ſoone as the. Houſe of Au- 
ſtria . had incorporated it ſelfe 
with Spaine , and by their nevy 
Diſcoveries gotten to them(clues the. 
wealth of the Indies, they began to 
afte&t and haue ever ſince purſucd a 
firlt Monarchy. op 
The Emperour CHartes the fift 
would firſt lay the, foundarion there- 
of in Italy , by ſurpriſing Rome : from 
this, hee was thruſt by the force and 
reſpect of Religion : He'N rv 8. be- 
ing made (,apu; fiderts againſt him. 
He then 204, gy it in high Germa- 
- ny, practiſing by faction and force to 
reduce them firſt ro Petrie States, &:l 
co hisabſolute power. Thus Hex: 8. 
againe . preuented him,, by tying the 
Lucheran' Princes under his confede- 
racie and afliitance. His foonetheſe- 
cond Pa1L1e, purſued the ſame am- 
bition in. the Nether Gennany., by 
SIT AZ | redu- 
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reduction whereof hee intcnded to 
 makehis farther way into the other. 
This the late Queene of England i in- 
terrupted, _—_—_ with theaſllicted 

people on the one part, and making 
her Feria the head + their Proteſtants 
league with the Princes onthe other : 
drawing in as a ſecret of Stare the 
countenance of France, to giue the 
more reputation , and aſliltance to 
them , and ſecurity to ir ſelte. 

Spaine ſeeing his hopes fruicleſſe 
by thoſe vnions ands ſtraights, began 
firſt to breake if hee may the amitie 
of France and England ; but finding 
the common danger to bee a faſt rye, - 
hce raiſeth vp in that Kingdome a 
faction of his owne , by which 'the 
French King was di "7 , thathad 
not the Englith : Counſdll and aſh- 
ſtance relieved him , Spaine had there 
removed that next __” teſt ob- 
Kacle of his ambition : his Counſell 


now 
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novy tels him from theſe 
that the way to.this great worke is 
impaſſable , ſo long as England ayes 
a net in his way; and the -remoue 
of that muſt bee the firſt of his in- 
rents. 

This drevy on thoſe ſecret practiſes 
often againſt rhe Queene , and his o- 
furje in 88. againlt the State; 
which ſhee ſeeing by following the 
adviceofa free Counſell, would ne- 
ver after admit of Peace, winning 
thereby the hearts ofa loving people, 
Who eyerſound hands and money at 
home, and keeping ſacredly her Ali- 
ances abroad, ſecuring to her Confe- 
derates all her time, | ae from 
Spaniſh flartery , and ſo ended her old 
andhappy dayes in glory: 
Spaine then by the wiſedome and 
wer of that m Lady diſpoiled of 
15 meanes to- hurt ? 
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Succeſſour of happic Memory , that 
poneneagee , that. diſcerning vs at 

omeby opinion of ſecuritie , and gj- 

ving them a povver in our Counſell 
by believing their friendſhips , & pre- 
rented mariages , gaue them a way 
ro cheriſh amongſt vs a partic of their 
oxvne' belicfe , of power abroad to 
leade in jealouſie , and ſow diviſion 
bervveene vs and our confederates, by 
which we le they haue ſwallowed vp 
the fortnne of our Maſters brother, 
with the reſt of the Imperiall- Scates ; 
diſtreſſed the K. of Denmarke,by thar 
uarrell , diverted the Swedens: allt- 
Hance by the warres with the Pole, 
and maining him now with the ofex 
of. the Daniſh Crowne. Andnow. 
whether from the plot, or our. fatali- 
tie, ithath'caſt. ſuch a bohe berweene 
France.. and vs, as hath made them- 
ſelues by our quarell of Religion a faſt 
Confederate ; and ys-3-dangerous: E- 
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nemy : ſothar oO wee areleft no 0- 
ther aflurance againſt their ' malice 
and-ambition, but the Netherlanders 
vehere the ticofmuruall ſafery'iswea- 
kened,, by daily diſcontents bred and 
fed. Letveens vs; from: ſome ill. affe- 
ated to both our fecurities;thar. by the. 
doubtfulnes of triendthip, as we now 
itand , wee may rather fuſpect from 
our owne domeſticke faction : if they 
grow.tod furious; they will:rather 
tollow the example of Rome inher 
rowing , that held wn equall ſafeic, 
onorable '& moreeafie dare Regem, 
then /ubiugare pr ans. | 
the powerthey ha ue.in their hands, 
then togiue any friends : afliſtance to 
rue the!; rs: oonditicn of. our 
(tate; DS ::510* 
You. may charles, ſee It) bekide 
tearmes vyee ſtand abroad, and feare 
meat;home- for reſiſtance in no-.bet-; 
tex-ſtars There wauſt be tovirhiind; 
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a forraine invaſion, a proportion both 
of Sea and Land forces tor to giuean 
Encmy an cafie paſlage, and a Port to 
relieve him'in; 1s no _kefſe then co ha- 
zard all at one ſtake; and it is tobe 
conſidered, thatno march of land can 
be of that ſpeed to make head againſt 
the landing of an Enemy, nor noſuch 
prevention as to bee- maſter of the 
Sea ; To this point cf neceſlaric de- 
fence, there can be no lefle the 2.40008 
for the Land forces : if it wvere for an 
offenſiue warre, the men of leſle liue- 
lihood vvere the belt ſpared, and were 
vied formerly to 'make ſuch - warre 
' Purgamento Repub: if weemade no 
farther purchaſe by it : and for a 
ſafetie of a. Common-wealth , the 
wiſedome of all times did neuer inte- 
reſſe the publique' cauſe toany other, 
then ſuch as haue a portion in the 
publique aduencure, and that wee ſavy 
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and Counſell did make. the.-body- of 
that large Army no other then the 
trayned band with which the auxilia- 
ries of, the whole Realme amounted
